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During the Crimean War, William Simpson became a pioneer 
war artist. Commissioned by the printsellers P & D Colnaghi, he 
recorded the naval battles in the Baltic Sea and then went on to 
Balaklava in November 1854 to make accurate sketches on the 
spot. The drawings which he made during that terrible winter were 
submitted to Lord Raglan, sent home to England, and shown to 
Queen Victoria by the Minister of War, the Duke of Newcastle. 
After the fall of Sevastopol he was attached to the Duke's party of 


exploration in Circassia. 


On his return to England, Simpson, complete with a brown beard 
long enough to button into his waistcoat, had an audience with the 
Queen, during which he showed her his sketches and was much 
impressed by her grasp of every detail of the war. Eighty of his 
Crimean drawings, including the lot offered here, were 
lithographed in “The Seat of War in the East’ which was dedicated 
with permission to Queen Victoria, whose patronage he enjoyed 


for the rest of his life. 


When the original watercolours were exhibited at Colnaghi’s 
gallery, Lord Elcho and other MPs called for them to be bought 
by the nation as an historic record of the war. On the advice of Sir 
Charles Eastlake, this proposal was rejected and the watercolours 
were sold off separately.

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Famed for his pictures of the Crimean war theatre, Simpson was 
commissioned to illustrate a work on India that was to rival David 
Roberts's “Holy Land” He arrived in Calcutta in 1859 and joined 
the party of the Governor-General, Lord Canning, on a tour of the 
area where the mutiny had taken place. Over three years he visited 
much of the subcontinent, including the Himalayas, Kashmir, 
Ceylon, Tibet and its Buddhist temples, and upon his return 
submitted 250 watercolours to his publishers. However, in the 
wake of the Panic of 1866, the wealthy English patrons and 
subscribers on whom Day & Son had banked shrunk away from so 
costly an undertaking, and the publisher - already under pressure 
since cheaper wood engravings had turned chromolithographs 
into a luxury - issued a series of merely 50 chromolithographed 
plates. Simpson's original watercolours, much to the artists chagrin, 
were ultimately sold off as bankrupt stock. The work remains a 
magnificent achievement, presenting a detailed and wide-ranging 
representation of India immediately after the Sepoy Rebellion.

Johann Zoffany (1733-1810) 


This little-known theatrical portrait is one of the finest works by 
Johann Zoffany from the end of his career. Depicting the comic 
actor Edward Townsend singing “The Beggar, a song by the 
playwright John O'Keeffe written and set to music by William 
Reeve for Merry Sherwood, or Harlequin Forester by William 
Pearce, an entertainment on the theme of Robin Hood. Zoffany 
captures Townsend with his mouth open wide in the midst of the 
song. This unusually animated portrait is rendered with Zoffany's 
characteristic attention to the minute details of costume and 
physiognomy. Zoffany was a pioneer of theatrical portraiture, 
where individual actors are portrayed in the roles for which they 
were most celebrated, it is a genre which was uniquely developed 
in Britain in the eighteenth century. Here the comic singer Edward 
Townsend is shown on stage singing in the midst of William 
Pearces popular pantomime Merry Sherwood. But rather than 
merely being an illustration of the entertainment, Zoffany paints a 
portrait of Townsend en role, exploiting a complex layer of 
relationships between audience and actor, viewer and painting. 
Zoffany’s theatrical portraits are regarded as some of his most 
innovative and beguiling works and only a handful remain in 
private collections, of which this is one of the finest. Preserved in 
outstanding condition and painted on a mahogany panel, this 
portrait has not been on the open market since the early 
nineteenth century and has not been exhibited in public since 
1893.

By 1796 Johann Zoffany was at the height of his powers as a 
portrait painter, particularly paintings of complex conversation 
groups and interiors scenes, rich with domestic and decorative 
details. Recently returned from a period spent in India, where he 
had completed a series of remarkable images of European and 
Indian sitters, including Colonel Maudaunts Cock Match now 
in the Tate, London. Zoffany re-established himself as one of 
Londons leading portrait painters. Zoffany had found success in 
London in the 1760s producing a series of remarkable and hugely 
popular portraits of famous actors. Zoffany worked particularly 
closely with David Garrick, commemorating his most celebrated 
theatrical roles in a series of largely comic portraits. 


The comic singer Edward Townsend sang The Beggar at the first 
performance of Pearce's popular pantomime Merry Sherwood 

at Covent Garden on 21 December 1795. Townsend made the 
song popular and it became a favourite peace in his repertoire: he 
sang it at his benefit on 20 May 1796, and was still rendering it at 
Covent Garden in June 1800. The entertainment, and Townsend's 
performance, were an immediate sensation. The success of the 
pantomime may well have prompted Zoffany to paint Townsend 
and to submit the painting for the annual exhibition at the Royal 
Academy in 1796, where the painting is described in the exhibition 
catalogue as: ‘Mr Townsend in the Beggar, full of expression and 
character, and a striking resemblance.’

Robin Simon has noted that in his theatrical portraits, such as this, 
Zoffany s: ‘nuanced approach enabled him to create a distinctive effect: 
that of depicting the actors both in and out of character at the same time. 


This duality lies at the heart of his achievement; but it also reflects the con- 


temporary practice of a number of leading comic actors who, in a 
tradition that survives in the British pantomime, would interact, 
sometimes even verbally, with the audience during performance.’ 
There is a sense that in the present portrait Zoffany has caught 
Townsend totally absorbed in his performance. It is this duality 
which made Zoffany's theatrical portraits so publicly successful. 
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Jacob Wilkinson MP (c.1719-1799) by Zoffany 


The present painting has not been publicly exhibited since 1893, 
when it was lent to the Royal Academy's annual exhibition of 
old master paintings, as a consequence it has remained largely 
unknown to scholars. Mary Webster, in her authoritative 201 1 
monograph on Zoffany, assumed the painting was missing. 


The present portrait remained in Zoffanys collection and was 
included in his posthumous auction in 1811. It was acquired in 
1820 by Thomas Wilkinson the son of Jacob Wilkinson who was 
one of Zoffany’s most important supporters. A Director of the 

East India Company, Wilkinson acquired The Watercress Girl by 
Zoffany in 1780 and its pendant, The Flower Girl. Zoffany also 
painted his portrait in 1782 (The Chequers Trust) and Wilkinson, 
in turn, was one of those who supported Zoffany’s petition to travel 
to India. The painting passed to Thomas Wilkinson's daughter Jane 
Anne, who married the Reverend William Thomas Parr Brymer, 
the painting has remained by descent in the Brymer family ever

Maurice Stanley Cockin (1882 - 1961) was Assistant District Commissioner in Southern Nigeria between 1911 and 1914. 

Within this time he formed an important collection of African works of art, including many varied pieces and previously little- 
known styles from the tribes of the north of Benin. After being injured in The First World War Mr Cockin didn't return to Nigeria, 
however he maintained a high level of interest in African affairs. At one point he wrote an article on ‘Nigeria's need for a museum, 

in which he criticised British authorities for their failure in this regard (Journal of the Royal African Society, XXXVII, October 1938, 
pp-502-3). His collection was expanded greatly when, according to J.B.Donne, his wife was able to purchase the large part of the 

Sir Cecil Armitage collection. The story goes that after Sir Cecil's death, some items were sold to the British Museum, ‘the remainder 
was sold sight unseen to Mrs Cockin for £100, as a result of a chance encounter with a dealer; the dealer had been on the point of 
putting all the woodwork on the bonfire in despair at not being able to sell it (Donne, p91 ). After the death of Maurice in 1961, 

the collection was inherited by his daughter Celia Barclay, much of it was then acquired by the British Museum in 1978 and 1984 


respectively.

As mentioned in the Woolley’s catalogue, such chairs were commissioned by European 
clients and made by cabinet makers in Canton or Macau - part ofa long tradition of 
decorative art and furnishing items made in China to European designs but constructed 
in a Chinese manner. 


The high quality of this chair would indicate a wealthy client, perhaps an East India 
Company official. The splat design echoes Irish examples noted in The Knight of Glin and 
James Peill, Irish Furniture, p.213, figs. 38 & 39, whilst for further information on Chinese 
cabinet making see Carl L. Crossman, The Decorative Arts of the China Trade, pp.220-234. 


This particular chair, unlike the pair recently sold, bears two labels worded in ink. 

The earlier label is worded: "This chair came from the Palace of the Prince of Arcot, Madras, 
India, During the Napoleonic Wars between France and Britain. Tippoo Sultan was defeated in 
Mysore in 1799 and as a result the Prince of Arcot was deposed...it was reconditioned in 1926, 
the seating worked by Miss L. Edwards". The other label reads: "We bought this chair in a House 
Auction in Highcliff and the following information was pinned underneath by the owner at that 
time...” 


Sadly, we have no direct provenance to support these labels (the chair being sold by a private 
individual who acquired it locally in recent years), but the overall dating and exotic story are 
feasible - particularly as the Chepauk Palace (official residence of the Nawab of Arcot from 
1768-1855) was constructed by Paul Benfield (1742-1810) an English East India Company 
official, who was a close associate of Irish born British statesman Edmund Burke (1729 — 
1797).
